journey around the world. 

Perhaps the more important 
dinner, insofar as immediate po- 
litical effect is concerned, is the 
one of tonight. Sam Rayburn, 
the hardy Democratic perennial 
from Texas, minority leader of 
the House, and Senator Paul 
Douglas of Illinois will speak. 

Only a handful of Democrats of 
standing are deliberately avoid- 
ing the dinner. Much is made of 
the fact that Governor Byrnes of 
South Carolina will not be pres- 
ent. This fact is utterly unim- 
portant. His state went Demo- 
cratic in 1952 and will in 1956. 
Senator Olin Johnston of South 
Carolina, who is certainly a typi- 
cal Southern Democrat, will at- 
tend. Governor Shivers’ absence 
is the only one of significance. 
Oil led him into the Republican 
camp in 1952. It may be that the 
oil economy of Texas will make 
of it a “big business’ Republican 
state, But that remains for the 
future—and the Republican ad- 
ministration—to determine. But, 
Sam Rayburn will be at the 
dinner, and in the long run the 
people of Texas may find they 
owe more to his leadership than 
to that of the ambitiqus governor 
who has paid a political debt in 
a manner which must bring him 
moments of regret. 


Present 


Governors Dan McCarty of 
Florida and William Umstead of 
North Carolina suffered severe 
heart attacks after being elected 
and cannot attend. Georgia’s gov- 
ernor and senators, while unable 
to be on hand, are sending of- 
ficial greetings and a delegation. 
They like Steve Mitchell. Missis- 
sippi’s governor will be present. 
True enough, he will offer a reso- 
lution asking the repeal of the 
so-called loyalty oath, but neither 
this nor any other official busi- 
ness can be taken up save by the 
convention itself, a fact which he 
must know. There are almost no 
Democratic leaders who are boy- 
cotting the dinner. 

This does not include the Dixie- 
crats, who firmly stand, as be- 
fore, for putting Simon Legree in 
the White House, installing the 
Kleagles of the Klan as the cab- 
inet, and restoring peonage to re- 
spectability. But the Dixiecrats 
are not a party. They never were. 

Certainly the emotional Demo- 
cratic party split will not be 
healed by all the balm available 
at Chicago. But, more unity may 
come of it than expected, even by 
the most hopeful. 

Much depends on Adlai Steven- 
son. He has grown in stature. He 
brought not merely character and 
integrity to politics, but a fine 
intelligence and an_ intellectual 
honesty which thrilled even mil- 
lions of those who did not vote 
for him. He is, in a very real 
sense, the party catalyst. As 
such he will be sensible enough 
to make the sort of speech which 
the nation expects of him—an in- 
telligent, comprehensive, ral/ying 
speech. 


Parties 


This second Democratic party 
{fs a small, but stubborn one. It 
wants to be a part of the party, 
which has never been a harmo- 
nious one, but always a brawl- 
ing, fighting one. There will be 
a Supreme Court decision on one 
of the chief racial problems. It 
likely will come in 1954. It may 
be shocking to some of the South. 
It may offer time and a slow 
process toward. solution. But, 
whatever the decision says, the 
flag and Union will remain. So 
will the political parties. 

The ‘“‘second’’ Republican party 
confronts the GOP with a much 
more serious problem. Both the 
Democratic parties believe basi- 
cally in the rights and welfare of 
the people. The anti-Eisenhower 
Republicans are by no means a 
minority. They believe that a gov- 
ernment which enriches five per 
cent of the people and allows a 
little of it to trickle down from 
the top is the ideal. They want 
to rule or ruin. 

The Democrats do not need a 
new faith. They do need new 
ideas, new leadership, and per- 
haps new directions if they are 
to win the people.

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Democrats Rally 
As Nation Listens 


Today in Chicago the Democrats 
begin their first big conclave since their 
1952 convention that preceded the 
party’s ‘irst defeat in a national election 
in 20 years. It is a big meeting only 
because of the tremendous interest 
shown in it. Originally it was a re- 
gional fund-raising dinner like those al- 
ready held in New York and California. 

The country will watch its delibera- 
tions with interest; for here will be re- 
vealed much of the pattern of opposition 
the party will adopt in national affairs 
and in Congress in the coming months. 
The groundwork will be laid, too, for 
a comeback in the congressional elec- 
tion next year and the presidential 
election in 1956. 

Gleeful promoters of discord within 
the party are likely to find the Chi- 
cago deliberations disappointingly har- 
monious. Much is being made of the 
.fact that four Southern governors are 
not attending the meeting. Actually, 
two of the four, Gov. Dan McCarty of 
Florida and Gov. William B. Umstead 
of North Carolina, could not attend be- 
cause of health. Both are recovering 
from heart ailments. 

Not that the party is completely 

united. Far from it. However, the 
skillful compromisers hope to iron out 
differences and bind up some old 
wounds that will enable the Democrats 
to present a solid front to the nation— 
at least on most issues. Much, of 
course, depends upon Adlai Stevenson’s 
ability to rally the dissident elements 
around a common program. 
- The GOP will find itself in the spot- 
light at this Chicago rally. Accus- 
tomed as they are to the role of critic, 
Republicans may find it strange to have 
the shoe on the other foot. They are 
vulnerable on many points, and with 
an eye to the congressional elections 
next year, the Democrats will make 
the most of them. 

Much will be heard ebout falling 
farm prices, the “giveaway” programs, 
foreign policy failures, big business in 
government, TVA, REA, Korea, hard 
money, slum clearance, defense pro- 
gram, Air Force cuts, budget balanc- 
ing, tariffs and social security. Much 
more will be heard about the campaign 
promises that the GOP has been unable 
to fulfill. 

The meeting coincides with the Dur- 
kin resignation from the cabinet and 
the developing political pinch on the 
Eisenhower administration. However, 
the Democrats should avoid the GOP 
mistake of 20 years of offering no ac- 
ceptable program of their own while 
opposing everything the party in power 
does. 

The American people will look on 
an? listen carefully. Whether they like 
what they see and hear will be reserved 
for their decision at the ballot boxes 
in the 1954 elections.

Industry Must Absorb 
The Marginal Farmer 


More than 500,000 farm families in 
the seven Southeastern states have in- 
ccmes of less than $500 a year, a report 
from the Bureau of the Census reveals. 
Slightly up the scale are 472,000 others 
who have been receiving an income of 
less than $1,000 a year, and 377,734 
who have proceeds of less than $1,500 
a year. 

These figures sound incredible, but 
they should not be too surprising. 

Several times. recently we have 
pointed out that the relatively low 
per capita income of Southerners, in 
comparison with the national average, 
is due in large part to its still large 
number of marginal farmers. They 
are the real “forgotten” men in the 
Southern economy, a problem that must 
be solved if we are to equal the rest 
of the nation in per capita income. 

These figures reveal that the South 
still has a large potential industrial 
labor force not now being utilized. The 
only way their per capita income will 
be raised is to absorb them into the 
growing industrial economy. This proc- 
ess has been going forward fairly rap- 
idly in the last two decades. It is re- 
flected in a healthier agriculture and a 
sharp rise in per capita incomes, but 
there still is a long way to go to achieve 
a balance in agriculture and industry. 

The absorption of marginal farm- 
ers—those who cannot have a reason- 
able standard of living under their 
present conditions—into industry must 
continue. : 

The farmer who continues to try to 
- eke out a living with antiquated meth- 
ods, inadequate acreages and inadequate 
capital is a liability to the whole econ- 
omy. His problems become transfused 
into the life of the whole region, affect- 
ing every citizen. To improve his lot 
by providing job opportunities in other 
fields is the continuous task of South- 
ern leaders. 


Everyone Has a Stake 
In Soil Conservation 


Boiled down to simple terms, soil 
conservation means getting the most 
out of the good earth. That is the mes- 
sage that Soil Conservation Week, Sept. 
13-20, would put across. | 

Brought down to earth, soil conser- 
vation means the practices that are pay- 
ing off for Georgia farmers 52 weeks 
out of the year. 

Take as an example what Claude 
Rigsby, a farmer in Salem community, 


Carroll County, has done. The Carroll 
Times-Free Press told the story in a 
recent issue. 

‘’ Two years ago Mr. Rigsby bought 
55 acres the neighbors said were use- 
less. There were ditches on that farm 
a mule couldn’t cross. But the new 
owner called in the county soil conser- 
vationists. They advised contouring and 
terracing and other soil-saving and 
building practices. 

The farmer took the advice. On 16 
improved acres he grew enough cotton 
to pay for the farm. He bought an- 
other farm. The soil was better, but it 
could stand improvement. He went to 
work on it. He has made it an exam- 
ple of what a soil conservation program 
can accomplish—115 acres in pasture, 
32 in corn and 11 in cotton. 

Claude Rigsby says: “I don’t under- 
stand why anybody will let land wash 
away when the Soil Conservation Serv- 
ice has all the technical know-how to 
save it and develop it.” 

That is soil conservation in action— 
getting the most from the land and 
making the most of what you get. Soil 
conservation is for everybody, for every- 
body has a stake in the good earth. 

Up to now there’s no place else to 
get our food.

Why Is Bowen Case 


Different From Others? 


Why should the U. S. government 
negotiate an out-of-court settlement of 
a $500,000 income tax suit against John 
Horace Bowen for less than one-third 
the government’s claim? 


News reports reveal that lawyers on 
both sides have agreed on such a dis- 
position of the case. 


If such an agreement is approved 
it likely will be greeted with all the 
heedlines that greeted exposure of 
similar tax settlements under the Tru- 
man administration. The tax scandals 
and accusations of corruption that 
greeted each new disclosure of such 
settlements are too fresh in the pub- 
lic’s memory for it not to look askance 
at similar occurrences under the Eisen- 
hower administration, with its “crusade 
of purity.” 

The public will remember, too, the 
case of R. J. Lovvorn, Forsyth textile 
menufacturer, who was only recently 
paroled after serving part of a three- 
year prison sentence for tax evasion. 
He no longer owns his factory—it was 
taken on the tax lien. He served a 
prison sentence, too, although he had 
no previous record and was considered 
a respectable businessman. He was not 
permitted to negotiate his case, however. 

If there is evidence of tax evasion, 
why should John Horace Bowen be al- 
lowed to settle his case? What makes 
it different from similar settlements re- 
portedly made by Frank Costello and 
others under the Democrats about which 
the Republicans made much noise and 
political capital?

The decision is important because the 
labor-union bosses cannot defend persua- 
sively in a major debate today several of 
the amendments they seek. Such a debate 
would reveal to the American people 
what so few citizens know—namely, that 
the greatest loss of individual liberty suf- 
fered in the last 20 years has resulted from 
the political influence and authoritarian 
policies of big unions. 

One wonders when there will be a re- 
vival of true liberalism in America so that 
an individual may recover his right to work 
ard his freedom to negotiate employment 
and wages for himself. He was deprived 
of these civil liberties under the Wagner 
Act and it unfortunately continues to be the 
case under the Taft-Hartley Act. 

When, as is sanctioned by the present 
law, a citizen is not allowed to retain his 
job unless he joins a union—even though he 
may have conscientious objections to such 
membership—the . loss of liberty is far 
greater than could possibly be involved 
when a congressional committee asks a wit- 
ness whether he is a Communist. 

The important restrictions on the rights 
of individuals which the labor unions want 
can be stated as follows: 

1. Management in certain industries 
would be deprived of the right to hire whom 
they pleased. 

2. Unions would have the right — when- 
eve: compulsory membership for the mi- 
nority of individuals has been voted by a 
majority—to expel anybody from member- 
ship for items far beyond the mere non- 
payment of dues and this could include by 
subterfuge any criticism of their own of- 
ficers. 

3. Supervisors who in the main have rep- 
resented management are to be required 
to join:unions. 

4. Compulsory unionization as a prin- 
ciple would be made absolute by federal 
law. 

2. Those who quit the workbench in a 
strike are to be permitted to vote in bar- 
gaining elections long after the strike is 
called, just as if they were still employees. 

6. Unions are to be exempted from re- 
sponsibility for acts of sabotage. 

7. Unions are to have the right through 
a weakening of the ‘‘secondary boycott’ 
provisions of the present law to hurt the 
businesses of third parties.

On Supreme Court. 


WASHINGTON—The U. S. Supreme Court 
is again the dramatic .center of interest as 
an institution because for only the seventh 
time in this century, and the 14th in our 
whole history as a nation, a new Chief Jus- 
tice of the United States, who also is a 

member of the court 

and its presiding offi- 

cer, must be appointed.

Eisenhower as about the actual identity of 
the yet unnamed man. 

For that will give some clue to which 
way the administration wants to head—or 
at least it should. It is certain the ap- 
pointee to the court vacancy will be a Re- 
publican. But what sort? There are varie- 
ties, as we know, as among flowers and 
among Democrats. 

We of the generation who were mature 
during the Franklin D. Roosevelt regime 
are especially Supreme Court-cgnscious, 
watching excitedly as we did the fight 
which that President made in 1937, after 
his 1936 landslide re-election to his second 
term, to reorient the court’s attitude toward 
the social and economic changes that he 
was getting Congress to ratify at so dizzy 
a pace. A majority of the court was in a 
blockade mood. 

Those of us who go back beyond the 
Roosevelt era, who saw the attitude of the 
court’s majority during the 1920s and ear- 
lier, also could recognize what irked Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. It was clear that the court 
was failing to adapt its decisions to the 
swift changes in our economy so that it 
would be possible to meet the needs of the 
people in a mass-production, machine-age 
civilization. 

The President did achieve a change of 
attitude when Chief Justice Charles Evans 
Hughes, recognizing the threat to the court, 
skilfully maneuvered a majority to move 
into the stream of the times. Thus Mr. 
Hughes stalled off the ‘‘packing’’ legisla- 
tior which would have been a severe blow 
to the court and its prestige, while Mr. 
Roosevelt also got what he really wanted. 

Though labels are unsatisfactory, the 
court now might be called middle-of-the- 
road in the effect of its majority opinions, 
with two dissenters of ardent New Deal 
inclinations—Justices Hugo Black, the sen- 
ior judge, and William O. Douglas. 

In the Justice Jackson of today, who is 
among the more .conservative court ele- 
ment now, it is sometimes hard to recog- 
nize the Bob Jackson of 1937, then solici- 
tor general, who stepped out in the fore- 
front of the crusade for the Roosevelt 
‘“‘court-packing’’ plan and made the most 
logical, persuasive and effective case for 
that scheme of anybody.

November Legislature Should Enact 


Unitorm Trattic Code for Georgia 


In The Bulloch Herald 


When the Georgia General Assembly 
meets in November we hope that it forgets 
politics for a while and writes into our laws 
the uniform traffic code. 


It was passed by the House in the last 


session. And it is predicted by legislative 
leaders that it will become law this year. 

The traffic code will wrap up Georgia’s 
traffic laws in one neat bundle. 

Georgia’s 1952 traffic picture should 
focus the state’s attention on this problem 
ana prod the General Assembly into fast, 
concrete action. 


Last year 1,004 traffic deaths were re- 
corded in Georgia. 

Last year 11,368 traffic injuries were 
recorded in Georgia. 


Thirty-one thousand eight hundred forty- 
eight accidents occurred on the highways 
of Georgia and the streets of Georgia towns 
ani cities. 

Here’s how they happened: 8,575 were 
caused by speeding; 4,560 were caused by 
failure to yield to another car; 4,168 by 
drunken drivers; 3,257 by cars following too 
closely in traffic; 3,302 by driving on or 
over the center line; 2,613 by failure to 
give hand signals; 1,532 drivers caused ac- 
cidents by disregarding stop signs and sig- 


nals, and 958 overran red lights to cause 
accidents. 

There’s more to the picture: 19,282 of 
the 31,848 accidents occurred during day- 
light hours; 20,324 accidents happened on 
straight, level roads. 

Persons involved in accidents included 
14,398 ‘‘workers,”’ that is, those not classi- 
fied as professional, sales, clerks, etc. 

Commercial drivers, in second place, 
were involved in 7,002 accidents. 

Professional and businessmen were in 
third place with 4,202 accidents. 

Farmers, with 3,400 accidents, were in 
fourth place. 

And clerks and salespeople were in fifth 
place ‘im causing accidents. 

One hundred sixty-eight were killed 
in highway and street accidents during the 
year. 

For each one person killed, there were 
11 injured. 

And it all happened while automobiles 
were traveling 12,000,000,000 miles on the 
highways of Georgia during 1952. 

Our Legislature cannot ignore these facts 
and figures. 

Let them forget their politics for a while 
and do something to check this killing and 


crippling on our highways.

This is a young man of 21 who a 
year ago was a total stranger. In 
Knoxville where he grew up and went 
to high school, Tennessee was looking 
the other way when he graduated. He 
went off to Jones County Junior College 
in Ellisville, Miss., and played two sea- 
sons befcre Billy Murphy, an old State 
halfback who works for Murray War- 
math, talked his boss into bringing 
Parker to Starkville. Even now Parker 
is here on a baseball scholarship. 

Warmath had never seen him play

On Aug. 28, after it had be-

Attlee said he was aware there 
were people in the United States 
who seemed to regard any criti- 
cism of American policy as anti- 
American. But he was sure the 
majority of Americans recognized 


that free expression of opinion 


was -healthy and not to be re- 
garded as inspired by evil mo- 
tives. : 

He said that he had received 
abusive letters charging him with 
being pro-Communist because he 
had said the Labor Party was op- 
posed to an extension of the Ko- 
rean war to the mainland of 
China. 

‘In this I believe I speak for 
many people in this country be- 
side Labor supporters,’’ he con- 
tinued. ‘‘I regret that our govern- 
ment should have associated it- 
self with the threat that if the 
armistice should break down it 
might be impossible to confine 
the Far Eastern war to Korea. 

‘We did not take part in this 
fight on behalf of Mr. Syngham 
Rhee but to vindicate the rule of 
law. It must never be forgotten 
that this is a United Nations fight 
in support of resistance to ag- 
gression and not a war between 
the United States and the Com- 
munist bloc.’’ 

The “threat” to which Attlee 
referred was the declaration the 
16 nations that fought the Com- 
funists in Korea signed in Wash- 
ington on July 27. They warned 
that if aggression was renewed 
the war probably would spread 
beyond Korea’s borders. 


ASSAILS NOTE 

Britain’s participation in this 
declaration also was criticized by 
another Labor Party leader, P. 
C. Gordon-Walker, secretary 
state for commonwealth relations 
in the former Labor government. 

In a speech in Staffordshire he 


said the declaration was a dan- 


gerous commitment by the gov- 
ernment and that it was nothing 
less than an expression of inten- 
tion to extend the war if it were 
renewed.

The paper strips protect tender 
young plants from the winds; but 
more important, they reduce the 
danger of damage from early 
frosts. The paper strips reflect 
sunlight down into the soil while 
seeds are laid and concentrate 
heat there early in the spring. 
The result has been that Califor- 
nia growers can plant two weeks 
or so earlier in the spring with- 
out the danger of having the 
growth frozen out. | 


Other practicable techniques 
for utilizing solar energy were 
discussed. Dr. K. S. Spiegler of 
the Polytechnic Institute of 
Brooklyn reported that the oldest 
and widest usage of solar energy 
is in manufacturing chemicals 
from sea water. In Israel, he 
said, it has been possible to 
greatly increase the yield of 
evaporated brine waters by a 
simple step. As salt crystallizes 
out of brine it deposits as a white 
coating on the salt flats. The 
white coating reflects sunlight 
and decreases the rate of evapo- 
ration. By adding a dye to the 
evaporating water, the rate of 
crystallization of the salt has been 
tremendously increased, he said. 
The dyed water covers up the 
heat-reflecting white salt and in- 
creases the evaporating rate, 
thereby increasing the chemical 
yield of the brine.

_ that Roswell, a scarce 30 minutes’ drive from Atlanta, is one of 


the few authentic pre-Civil War towns in Georgia. In 1837, Roswell | 
King left his home in Darien to locate a place where his family | 
could escape the plague of coastal fevers and enjoy living through- 
out the year. When he arrived at the ferry crossing the limpid | 
waters of the Chattahoochee, he was so intrigued by the pine-clad | 
hills beyond that, like Brigham Young, he exclaimed, ‘‘This is the | 
place!’’ King purchased the land and-gave 10-acre tracts to his | 
friends in Darien, Savannah and Charleston. He later built the | 
Roswell Mills, one of the first and most successful cotton mills in 
the South. In 1864, his manufacturing enterprises were destroyed | 
by Sherman’s army. Fortunately, the Yanks had not tasted fire | 
at that time, so private homes were not destroyed. In 1857, the | 
Rev. Francis Goulding, author of the ‘‘Young Marooners,’’ and | 
‘‘Marooners’ Island,’ two of the most popular books for boys ever | 
written, made Roswell his home. Barrington Hall, built by Bar- | 
rington King, son of Roswell King, in 1842, was designed by a 
Northern architect. Following the coastal New England design, | 
the house had a ‘‘captain’s walk’’ on the roof. Mimosa Hall is a | 
fine example of gracious antebellum living quarters. Bulloch Hall, | 
built in 1842, was the girlhood home of the mother of President | 


Theodore Roosevelt.

Calluses on Soles 

Rob Life of Joy 


It is almost impossible to walk 
or stand with a pebble or nail 
in the shoe. Yet individuals har- 
boring painful calluses and warts 
on the soles of the feet encounter 
the same sensation. These lesions 
are our No. 1 joy killers. | 

In most instances the cause 
can be traced to weakness of 
the transverse arch of the foot, 
but pain stems from pressure on 
the knoblike end of the meta- 
tarsal bones. 


The trouble makers are the 
ends of three center metatarsals, 
particularly the one next to the 
big toe. The most vulnerable spot 
is the base of the second toe 
just adjacent to the ball of the 
foot. 

Pads are the most popular 
remedies. The easiest pad to ap- 
‘ply is a small triangular piece 
of 42-inch felt placed just behind 
the callus or wart. When the 
person stands or walks, pressure 
is on the pad rather than on the
